The Monument Unvelled,

A double line of soldiers was drawn up, form-
ing an avenne from the etage to the monnment,
throngh which the General proceeded. Upon
reaching the shaft he seizad the ropes suspend-
ing the canvas, and, with some slight asslstance,
removed the covering, dieclosing to view the
1wo statnes of War and History already in place,
as well as the noble shaft and figure above them.

The
victory was great and mwighty ln (18 conscquences,
The prestige of the Rehwl army wis broken, never
to beé recovered, and 1he wound imnicted upon the
Confederncy was hever stanncled, until it hnd blead
to death,

The next day was the 4th of Jnly, and the most
memorable sipce that of 1776, On another feld e
witnesged the surrender of another large Rebel army
1o the great chieftain of 'he war, now our llluastrious
Presidens, The capture of Vicksburg opened the
navigation of the lesr-ir]n river, and severed from
the Confederacy all that part of ita territory
Ir;hlg west of that river. The loss to the Con-
ederacy wak frreparible, It was oot off from [ts
chief gource of supplies, The 1imits of the war were
greatly clrcuomseribed.  The mass of the Rebel

ypulntion were demoraniized, and began to despalr,
B(mm that day it became manifest that the Heballion
coulil not suceeed, unless the Southertt people
hibitedd that endurance, patience under adversity,
and high devotion that will sacriice everythiog for
the canse, which, as it tirosd out, they did not pos-
gess, By our victories at Gettyshirg and Vickshurg
the Rebelllon lost e predtige in Europe aad wll
hopes of forelgn intorye ntion.

At the foot of the monument alerp the heroes ol
the battle. Here lle the [ather, the hosband, the
brother, and the only son.  In far-olf homes, among
the hills of New Englanid, on the shores of the Jnkes,
and in the valleys and phiing of the West, the widow,
the orphan, and the swed parents are weeplng (or
those beloved dead, Moy of the tombs are murkod
“pukpown,” but they wiil &l 0 recogniged on e
morning of the resurrection.  The unknown
dead left behind thom  Yindved, friends, and
breaking learts. None die 8o hmmble but leave
tpine one to mourn. “Perished at devtysburg, in
defense of thelr country,” 979 men, of Whose names,
homes, or lineage there 18 no trace left oo earth.
Doulitlegs the Recording Angel has preserved the
record, and when the books ave opened on the lnst
duy thelr numes will be found in letters of living
ug\“n on the immortal page of heroes who died that
their conntry might live,

Tu the flelds before us Are the graves of the Rebel
dead, now sunk to the level of the plal, “un-
marked, nnhonored, and unknown.” They were our
countrymen, of our blvod, language, and history,
They displayed n conrag e worthy of thetr oonntry,
und of u bettor couse, nyd we may drop a ftear to
their memory. The newsof this fatal field carried
agony to thousands of Southern homes, and the wall
of Aespalr was heard in the everglades and orange
sroves of the Bouth, Wouald 1o God that these men
h“ulllll‘ll for thelr conntry, and not In frateicidal
strife, for ts destruction ! Oh, who can vdescribe the
wickedness of rebeliion, v paint the horors of civil
war!

I'ie Rebellion was mddness, Tt woas the inspnity
of States, the dellvlum of millions, brought on by the
pernicionR fnfinence of Paman siavery,  The people
of the Scuth were dronk with the spolls of  the lahore
of 4,000,000 of slpves.

The AiMcultics in the way of putting down the
Revellion were great, The rebwellions States cons
tulned a populstion of not less thaan ten milllons,
and aithovgh nearly fonr milions were siaves, yor
mogt of them, until the very conolukion of the war,
constitiited the lnboring and producing olnssos, and
farnighed the supplies for the Rebol armies In the
fleld snd the pop-combatants at home. The terrl-
tory of the rebellious Stutes comprised an wreen of
not legs than elght bundred thousand squure miles,
diversified by vast ranges of mountalng, deep rivers,
tungled wilderness, and far-gtretohing swamps, aol
everywhere f)rl.-mrll!.lll.k natural defonses, boelined
which 4 small foree conld hold s lnrge one at by,

The lines of communication were necessurily of
great lemgth, and malutained with dimeaity. A large
portion of our forces were constantly emploved in
this way, and in garrisoning poste, o that It wee gol.
tom we were able to meet the enemy with saperfor
force upon the feld,

These lmmenge diMeultios went far to oounier-
balance our superiority in population and resources,
aud were s0 great as to lend military observers
throughout Enrope to prophesy, almost with ope
fecord, that we conld not conguer the South, 1t was
galdd there was no Instance In higtory whera so large
a popalation, scattercd over even one-third of o bey-
rity 8o greal as that embraced Ly the Rebellion, had
been subddued, 1t was sald we could not congquer
gEpacae; that conguest wonld be a geographical im-
possibility ; that three milllons of men could not gar-
rigon the South; and that, when we had captured
thelr towns and overrnn the inhabited parta of thelr
country, they would silil maintain the war in mo-
rass, mountain, nand forest, almost impenetrable to
reguinr armies, antil the North, exoansted in blood
and treasure, snd broken in hope, wouu give up the
contest,

Snch was the belief of leading military minds (n
Europe, and of the politiciana of the Soufh when the
war began,  These opinlons seemed well-founded in
resnson amd 1n higtory, and the suppression of the
Rebellion, all things considered, may be justly re-
garded os the greatest of all military achievements,

The et that the Rebels fonught upon their own
soll, In & country with which they were familiar,
protected from the approach of loyal armies by the
natural advantagee before described, was a full
compensation fer the ditference hetween the pPropu-
lation and the reaources of the two sections, snd the
tinal trivmph of our arms snd the suppression of the
Rebellion must be songlit for in Other canses,

What these causes were may be brieny stated : —

First. In the strength, cournge, and endurance im-
parted to armies h‘t the conviction that they are
fghting in » Just and patriotic canse, The humblest
privates in our army belleved they were tighting to
preserve the best government in the world ; to pre-
serve Liberty and extingulsh Slavery: in behalf of
Civilization and Onristinnity ; agalnst Barburism gnd
Inhumanity, These convictions gave inspiration,
courage, and hope to the army, and aolmated the
great nigss of the people of the North, who snstalned
the Government throunghont the contest, constituting
an iImmense mornl power, in opposition 1o which the
South had but little to offer,

The people of the South had bitter projudices,
which lad been carefully fostered by deslgning poll-
ticians, Many of thew belleved in the abstraot doo-
trine, under the Constitution, of State soversigoty,
aud the right of secession, Some believed in the
rightiminess of slavery, bu't more In its profitables
negs, 118 convenlenee, and 8 contribution to luxury
and pride. But all of these constitated no moral
power to Inspire the patilot, nerve the soldier, give
consolation in the dying hour, or determine people
never tu surrender, and to straggle on to the last
When, thercfore, the principal armizs of the Jte-
belilon were overcome and hadl surrendered, the
war was at an end. IHostility was not maintained
In the forest aud mountain, a4 had heen predicted
The conviclons, hopes, amd purposes of the masses
had boen extingnished before their armies were, and
althongh tney wete full of bitterness and humilin-
tion, Yet there was nolling left for which they
might #acrifdec their homes and the future gulet and
prosperity of thele Hyes,  Thedr cause Talled o -
vance of thelr armics nml resources,

Ihe Bebel historian of the “Lost Canse,”
scanting upon the snbjeat, spoke as follows :—
The whole fabric of Confederate defense tums-
bled down al & stroke of arnus that did not samount
1o u battle, There wis no ladt great convulsion,
seh ol usually marks the fnal siraggles of a people’s
devotion, or the expiring hours of thelr desperation.
The word surrepder travelled from Vieginia Lo
Texas, A lour vears contest terminated with the
smuslle st inchient of bloodshed ; 1t lapsed ; It passed,
t? a raphd and easy transition, ioto s profound aod
abjoct subinission. There must be some explana-
tion of this Not copolusion of the war, 18 caslly
foungl. Such a condition could only take place in o
thorcueh domoralization of the armies and people
of the Confederacy ; there muat have heen a general
decay of public spirit, o general rottenhess of pob-
He afiadrs, when & great war was thus terminated,
and n contest was abandoned so short of positive de-
feat, wnd S0 far from the historical necessity of sub-

Jugution,”

And again he saye:—

“We foar that the lessong and examyples of nistory
are to the coutrury, und we search in vain for one
Instance where a conniry of sudh extent a8 the Con-
federacy bas been go thoroughiy sulwiued by any
amiount of willlary foree, uniess where popular de-
woralizgation has supervenesd,”

History recordds thut many nations, far more ex-
hausted than they, have struggled onto flnal vie.
tory. Our Revolutiopary Fathers, at the end of four
yeurs, defeated, exhausted and overrun, did not
despalr, but anloated by the justice of their cause,
and the belief that it would trinmph because 1t was
jost, siraggied op, and, at the end of seven years,
were blegsed with pegce, and the rich reward which
ghall be the Inherttance of the earthi. *"Thrice 18 he
armed who hath his quarrel just,” and weak agd de-
fenseless are they who contend for lojustice and
slavery, though girt about by the mountain, the swirt
river, and the deep wilderiess,

Secondly, The armies of the North were strong in
thut physiceal endurance whivh is cominunicated by
hebituul labor, apd by that self-relipnce anmd contl-
dence whileh frée labor oy can inspire. Thoey were
streng in the intelllgence of the nasses who 0led
the ranks,  These men otderstood well the putiare
of the struggle In which they were vagaged,” They
knew the vast consequences 1o themselyes, thed™
posterily, and to the world, depending upon the re-
sull,  ‘ITheir education enabled them ot only o
comprehend the “ennse,” Wt milllary  operatiois,
the covdition of the Goveridnent amd e Sountry.
aud the decline ef the spldlt and strength of the
enemy, In short, our armodes weee 8 vast intolll-
genee, subgeet 1o aiiitary control, possessisg cClear
Ideas of duly, domduon, colsoaeneos, and spiat
and resolution commensarate 1o these,

We have met here to-day to dedicate this monu-
ment o the memory of the patriotic and gallant wen
who rell upon this deld, sl to testity our love for
the preat cause In which they perished. Thelr
acliovements will be recorded npon the pages of
history, much more enduring than stong, but we
desire to present this visible evidence of onr fetacim
hance and gratitide.  We are surromuded 1o-duy by
many of the survivipg beroes of the hatbie; LUy meny
of the relatives pidd friemds of those beloved 4

in de-

dead,
and by wuny thousinds of our people who rejoice in
the preservation, peace, and prosperity of ouar
oountry, That we have a united couptry, that we
huve national guverdment, (it we have peace (o
all our borders, that there 8 Liberty and protec-,
tion  for  all, that we  have  bright and
glovious prospects of Individual happiness, wnd na.
tional growith and power, we owe to the hrave mon
who (el upon this and other tlelds. The glorious
chromnstances and ight suspices over and proundd
uf 1o duy Werd purdhusod by their Blood,  We are In
the full exjoyment of the prive for which it wis shed,
Lot us inerense the gratitude of our hearts by con.
sidering far s nomoent what woulil be our condition
if the Rebellion hsn trinmplied,  We would Nave no
polcmi but sweot ocosglons ke thise We would
Haye Do common country, no oomon pame; no
netional Neg, no glorious prospects for the fature,
Had the bond of union been bhroken, the various
aits would bhave crumbled to pleces. We shoald
ﬁa\'c & slsvoholidng confederncy in the South, &
repulilie on the ¥aclile, apother in the Northwest,
aud another In the Bast.  With the example of one
successful pecesnion, alsmeemberment of the balance
would have rpvedll{ followed, and our country, onoe
ihe hope of the world, the pride of our hearts, broken
ipto hostiie fmgments, would have beon bigtted from
the map, hud become s byword wiopg the uktions,

whether notes falling dae on the 4th of July are

ayable on the Bd or 5th, when the legal holiday
Ramwlm on Sunday. The following I8 an expinon-
tion of the mutter:—

The notes falling due on the ith of Nily are, under
the luw of this State, payable on that day. Notes
falling due on the 4th of July are paysble on the 8d,
antlcipating by one day the legal holiday. Bug the
seh of July s mot a legal hollday, nor has it any of
the privileges of alegal hotlday by reason of the 4th
coming on 8 Sunday. The banks of Lhis eity, we are
Informed, have each arranged to have fome one
competent  clerk  In thelr  respective  instito-
tions  remadn In bank during the ue;lml houra
of  husiness  on the  Sth instant " to  attend
to  such  bhusiness a8 cunnot  be legally
anticipated or postponed, The siate of New York
has muede gpeoinl provision that when any prescribed
hollday shall occur on Sanday, then the enming day
thereto shall, for all purposes whitsoever, a8 regards
the presenting for payment or acceptance, and of
the protesting and giving notice of the dishonor of
billg of exchange, bank checks, and promissory
notes, be tresiod and considered as 1s the frst da,
of the week, commonly called Sunday, And any bill
of exchange, bank oheck, or promissory note
whicli but for this act wonldjfall due and be payable
on any of the days hercln mentioned, shall,
when #ald days fall on Sunday, Uecome due
and paysvle on the Tuesdoy next succeeding
such days. Under these provisions the New York
banks, o Monday next, will hold conimercial paper
having days of grace, and falling due on Sunday,
July 4, 1869, payuble on Tuesdsy, the dth of July;
commercial paper without day of grace, due on Suu-
day, July 4, 1569, will be payable on Tuesday, the oth
of July; commercial paper having days of grace,
and fulling due on Monday, July 5, 1569, will be pay-
able on Saturday, the 3 of July; commercinl paper
without !|‘-I{ﬁ of ‘grace, falllng due on Monday, July
B, 1560, will be payable on Tuesday, the dth of
July, The law of Muaryland is unlike cither
